SPECIAL GA-CONCLUDES GENERAL DEBATE 

FINAL SPEAKERS IN GA GENERAL DEBATE APRIL 24 WERE CHAD, 
CHILE, BYELORUSSIA, BOLIVIA, OMAN, CUBA, SWAZILAND AND LIBYA. 
TOTAL OF 101 DELS MADE POLICY STATEMENTS SINCE DEBATE 
BEGAN APRIL 10. AT CONCLUSION, SYG STRESSED 
URGENT NEED TO EFFECT SPEEDY TRANSFER OF NECESSARY 
ASSISTANCE, NEED TO AMELIORATE ACUTE FINANCIAL 
CRISIS, AND TO MAINTAIN MOMENTUM GENERATED BY SPECIAL GA 
SO THAT REALISTIC INTERNATIONAL POLICIES COULD BE SPEEDILY 
ESTABLISHED, AND HE OFFERED RESOURCES OF UN SYSTEM, IMF 
AND WORLD BANK. GA PRES BENITES (ECUADOR) ANNOUNCED THAT, 
DUE TO CIRCUMSTANCES OF WHICH ALL DELS WERE AWARE, 

FINAL DAY OF SPECIAL SESSION WOULD BE APRIL 30 RATHER 
THAN 29. 

CHAD-VENTING BITTERNESS AND DESPAIR BORN OF AWARENESS 
OF HIS OWN COUNTRY'S BENIGHTED STATE, FONMIN DORALTA 
DECRIED ZSCANDALOUS INJUSTICES" AND "SHAMEFUL 
EXPLOITATION OF POOR" BUT DISCUSSED ONLY IN VAGUEST 
GENERALITIES WHAT MIGHT BE DONE TO MAKE THINGS BETTER. 

HE ENJOINED THE POOR TO STRENGTHEN THEIR SOLIDARITY, 

THE RICH TO RENOUNCE THEIR "SELFISHNESS," AND BOTH TO 
ENGAGE IN NEW DIALOGUE. HE GAVE BLANKET ENDORSEMENT 
TO ALL PROPOSALS MADE BY PREVIOUS SPEAKERS CONCERNING 
"ESTABLISHMENT OF NEW, EQUITABLE ECONOMIC ORDER AND 
IMMEDIATE APPLICATION OF A PROGRAM FOR COUNTRIES MOST 
DEPRIVED AND CONFRONTED WITH NATURAL CLAMITIES". 

IN CASE OF CHAD, HE SAID, SUCH A CALAMITY, COMPOUNDING 
EFFECTS OF LANDLOCKED ISOLATION AND "GRAVE 
IMBALANCE" IN ECONOMIC RELATIONS WITH DEVELOPED WORLD, 
HAD BROUGHT COUNTRY TO "BRINK OF COLLAPSE." (REPEATED 
INFO NDJAMENA) 

UNCLASSIFIED 
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CHILE-PERMREP BAZAN CONCENTRATED PRINCIPALLY ON TERMS OF 
TRADE, COMMODITY, AND LAW OF SEA ISSUES. HE DID NOT 
RESPOND TO PREVIOUS SPEAKERS' CRITICISM OF CHILEAN GOVT'S 
POLITICAL ORIGINS AND NATURE. INSTEAD, HE IDENTIFIED CHILE 
AS NON-ALIGNED NATION OF THIRD WORLD; ENDORSED ALGERIAN 
INITIATIVE THAT HAD PROMPTED THIS UNGA SPECIAL SESSION; 

AND, CITING PRES BOUMEDIENE'S REFERENCE TO NON-INTERVENTION 
AND SELF-DETERMINATION, SAID THAT CHILE LIKEWISE BELIEVED 
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FIRMLY IN THESE PRINCIPLES. HE NOTED NEGATIVE EFFECT OF 
ENERGY PRICE INCREASES ON THOSE LDC'S WHICH WERE IMPORTERS 
OF PETROLEUM AND APPLAUDED SUGGESTIONS FOR COMPENSATORY 
ASSISTANCE. AT SAME TIME HE REFERRED FAVORABLY TO FOUR 
NATION COPPER PRODUCERS GROUP, WHILE SAYING THAT THIS 
GROUP WOULD TAKE CONSUMERS' AS WELL AS PRODUCERS' 

INTERESTS INTO ACCOUNT. REFERRING TO LOS MATTERS. HE 
STRESSED TWO PRINCIPLES OF FULL COASTAL STATE SOVEREIGNTY 
OVER SEA RESOURCES OUT TO A GIVEN POINT AND OF USE OF 
RESOURCES BEYOND THAT POINT FOR MANKIND S BENEFIT. 

HE SAID THAT THUS RESOURCES OF THE SEA COULD CONTRIBUTE 
GREATLY TO DEVELOPMENT OF LDC'S. HE ALSO ENDORSED 
PRINCIPLE OF PERMANENT SOVEREIGNTY OVER NATURAL RESOURCES; 
ONGOING WORK ON CHARTER ON ECONOMIC RIGHTS AND DUTIES 
OF STATES; PRICE INDEXATION; UN WORK ON MULTINATIONAL 
CORPORATIONS, WHICH HE HOPED WOULD LEAD TO CODE OF CONDUCT; 

AND INTERNATIONAL EFFORTS TO INCREASE TRANSFER OF TECHNOLOGY. 
(REPEATED INFO SANTIAGO) 

BYELORUSSIA-FONMIN GURINOVICH REHASHED STANDARD SOVIET 
LINE, INCLUDING THEMES OF DISARMAMENT, NON-USE OF FORCE, 

DETENTE, ETC., AND PRAISED SOCIALIST SYSTEM'S INVUL- 
NERABILITY TO ENERGY AND MONETARY FINANCIAL CRISES. 

HE ATTACKED IMPERIALISM AND COLONIALISM AND SUGGESTED 
THAT MULTINATIONAL CORPORATIONS WERE RESPONSIBLE FOR 
OVERTHROW OF CHILEAN GOVT. HE SAID WESTERN COUNTRIES WERE 
MAKING LARGE PROFITS FROM THEIR ' AID' 1 TO LDC'S. 

BOLIVIA— PREMREP IULIO DE ZAVALA MADE MODERATE SPEECH 
DIRECTED PRIMARILY TO BOLIVIAN SPECIAL INTERESTS. HE 
STRESSED INTERDEPENDENCE OF NATIONS AND FAVORED COOPERATIVE 
RATHER THAN CONFRONTATIONAL APPROACH TO LDC PROBLEMS. 

HE SAID THAT NEW INTERNATIONAL ECONOMIC ORDER SHOULD BE 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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BASED ON IMPROVED TERMS OF TRADE, COMMODITY AGREEMENTS, 

FULL PARTICIPATION OF LDC'S IN NEGOTIATION OF MONETARY 
REFORM, ESTABLISHMENT OF SDR LINK, AND INCREASED TRANSFER 
OF TECHNOLOGY. HE STRESSED BOLIVIAN INTEREST IN FOREIGN 
INVESTMENT AND NOTED BOLIVIAN VAVORABLE LEGISLATION IN 
THIS REGARD. HE SAID THAT BOLIVIA FAVORED GERMAN RECOMMENDATION 
THAT INDUSTRIALIZED COUNTRIES HELP CREATE CENTERS OF 
TRANSFORMATION OF RAW MATERIALS IN THE LDC'S. HE SPOKE 
AT SOME LENGTH ON IMPORTANCE FOR BOLIVIA OF ACCESS TO THE SEA.

OMAN - IN SHORT, PUNCHY SPEECH, MINSTATE FOR FONAFF ZAWAWI 
DECLARED INCREASED OIL PRICES CORRECT INEQUITABLE SITUATION OF LOW 
PRICES WHICH EXISTED FOR MANY YEARS. IT CANNOT BE SAID 
OIL PRICES ARE RESPONSIBLE FOR INCREASED COST OF FERTILIZERS AS 
LONG AS NATURAL GAS, WITH WHICH FERTILIZER CAN BE PRODUCED FAR MORE 
CHEAPLY THAN FROM OIL, IS BEING WASTED THROUGHOUT MIDDLE EAST. 
FOCUSING ON PLIGHT OF POOREST LDC'S, ZAWAWI HAILED ESTABLISHMENT 
OF VARIOUS ARAB FUNDS TO MAKE LONG-TERM LOANS WITH MINIMAL INTEREST. 
HE SAID WORLD ECONOMIC RELATIONS MUST BE REORGANIZED SO AS TO 
GIVE EVERY NATION CONTROL OVER ITS RAW MATERIALS, STRATEGIC 
ECONOMIC SECTORS IN ITS ECONOMY, AND FOREIGN ENTERPRISE WITHIN ITS 
BORDERS. PROGRAM HE SUGGESTED CALLED FOR: A) LINK BETWEEN PRICES 
OF PRIMARY AND MANUFACTURED GOODS IN WORLD TRADE; B) FIXING OF 
STANDARD INTERNATIONAL PRICE TO BRING AGRICULTURAL PRODUCTS, 
PARTICULARLY WHEAT, WITHIN REACH OF ALL NATIONS; C) TECHNICAL 
AND FOOD ASSISTANCE FOR LDC DEVELOPMENT; D) INTERNATIONAL CODE OF 
CONDUCT ON TRANSFER OF TECHNOLOGY TO LDC'S; E) REMOVAL OF TARIFF 
AND OTHER BARRIERS TO TRADE, AND ELIMINATION OF RESTRICTIONS ON 
BUSINESS PRACTICES BETWEEN DC'S AND LDC' ; F) NEW WORLD MONETARY 
SYSTEM WITH FULLER, EFFECTIVE PARTICIPATION OF LDC'S; G) EXAMINA- 
TION AND LIMITATION OF ROLE PLAYED BY INTERNATIONAL CORPORATIONS 
TO AVOID INTERFERENCE IN NATIONAL AFFAIRS. (REPEATED INFO KUWAIT, 
MUSCAT) 

CUBA - IN SPEECH THAT WAS RELATIVELY MILD AND BRIEF FOR HIM, 

CUBAN FONMIN ROA BLAMED COLONIALISM, NEO-COLONIALISM AND IMPERIALISM 
FOR ALL THE ILLS OF THE LDC'S. HE ATTACKED POSITIONS TAKEN BY SECY 
KISSINGER IN HIS SPEECH TO THE SPECIAL SESSION AND MADE PASSING 
ALLEGATION OF CIA COMPLICITY IN OVERTHROW OF CHILEAN GOVT, BUT 
HIS SPEECH WAS PRINCIPALLY CLICHE-RIDDEN DIAGNOSIS OF LDC PROBLEMS 
AND PRESCRIPTION FOR THEIR SOLUTION. HE MADE FREQUENT FAVORABLE 
MENTION OF ALGERIAN PRES BOUMEDIENCE. (OURTEL 1496) 

SWAZILAND - INDUSTRY, MINES AND TOURISM MINISTER NXUMALO MADE 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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STRONG PITCH FOR CONSIDERATION OF FACTORS OTHER THAN PER CAPITA 
GNP IN DETERMINING WHICH COUNTRIES ARE "LEAST DEVELOPED" AND MOST 
DESERVING OF AID. TAKING SWAZILAND AS EXAMPLE, HE SUGGESTED SUCH 
FACTORS MIGHT INCLUDE LOCATION, SIZE, "POLITICAL CIRCUMSTANCES" 

AND DEGREE OF DEPENDENCE ON FOREIGN TRADE AND THUS RELATIVE 
VULNERABILITY TO INTERNATIONAL MONETARY FLUCTUATIONS AND 
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INFLATIONARY PRESSURES. IN REALM OF TRADE, NXUMALO CALLED FOR 
"UNRESTRICTED" ACCESS FOR ALL LDC EXPORTS TO DEVELOPED COUNTRY 
MARKETS (WITHOUT RECIPROCITY), BROADER IMPLEMENTATION OF PRINCIPLE 
OF GENERALIZED PREFERENCES, AND STUDY OF MEANS TO ASSURE 
DEVELOPING COUNTRIES STABLE AND STEADILY GROWING 
EXPORT EARNINGS. HE ADVOCATED INCREASED PROCESSING OF RAW 
MATERIALS IN COUNTRIES OF ORIGIN AND ASKED DEVELOPED NATIONS TO 
PREVAIL UPON THEIR MANUFACTURING COMPANIES TO ABSORB. RATHER 
THAN PASS ON, INCREASED COSTS OF RAW MATERIAL INPUTS. NXUMALO 
ALSO APPEALED FOR EASIER ACCESS TO PATENTS, SPECIAL ASSISTANCE TO 
DEVELOPING COUNTRIES FACED WITH RESOURCE DEPLETION, AND 
"STABILIZATION" OF INTERNATIONAL MONETARY SYSTEM. HE SAID HE WAS 
"GREATLY ENCOURAGED" BY AID PROPOSALS OF OIL-EXPORTING COUNTRIES.

LIBYA - IN LAST STATEMENT OF GA GENERAL DEBATE, PERM REP MAGHUR 
TOOK PREDICTABLE LINE, ATTRIBUTING WORLD ECONOMIC CRISIS TO 
COLONIALIST, MONOPOLISTIC EXPLOITATION OF LDC'S, GOING SO FAR 
AS TO BLAME US FOR NOT BEING ABLE TO DECREASE WORLD PRICES OF 
INDUSTRIAL GOODS FOLLOWING DEVALUATION OF DOLLAR IN 1971 AND 1973.

(IRAQ) SAID "EMERGED FROM INTENSIVE CONSULTATIONS," THAT INTER 
ALIA CONDEMNED ISRAEL S VIOLATION OF LEBANESE TERRITORIAL INTE- 
GRITY AND SOVEREIGNTY, CALLED ON ISRAEL ONCE MORE TO REFRAIN FROM 
FURTHER MILITARY ACTIONS AND THREATS AGAINST LEBANON, AND CALLED ON 
ISRAEL TO RELEASE AND RETURN "FORTHWITH" ABDUCTED LEBANESE 
CIVILIANS. AMB SCALI SUBMITTED ORAL AMENDMENT TO INSERT WORDS "AS

OBSERVED MINUTE OF SILENCE IN TRIBUTE TO LATE PRES OF AUSTRIA. AT 
END OF MEETING, EL-HASSEN (MAURITANIA) SAID THAT TODAY EIGHT 
PORTUGUESE FIGHTER PLANES VIOLATED CONGO'S AIR SPACE CLOSE TO 
ZAIRE BORDER, AS STATED IN CONGOLESE LETTER TO SC (S/1 1273). HE HAD 
BEEN REQUESTED BY CONGO TO PLACE THIS MATTER BEFORE SC, AND 
HE SAID IF VIOLATIONS CONTINUED CONGO INTENDED TO BRING IT TO 
COUNCIL. (REPEATED INFO LISBON, KINSHASA) 

SALAZAR (COSTA RICA) WONDERED IF SC COULD FULFILL ROLE ASSIGNED IT 
UNDER CHARTER. COUNCIL WAS NOT "COURT OF JUSTICE" OR "UNIMPEACHABLE 
JUDGE," AND TOO OFTEN POLITICAL CONSIDERATIONS AFFECTED ITS DECI- 
SIONS. STATES WITH VETO COULD NEVER BE PUNISHED BUT HAD POWER TO

PUNISH OTHERS. HE WAS SOMEWHAT DISMAYED BY PRESENT DEBATE. HE 
DEPLORED KILLING OF INNOCENT HUMAN BEINGS, SAID IF ACTION HAD BEEN 
UNDERTAKEN FROM LEBANESE TERRITORY LEBANON SHOULD BE REMINDED OF 
ITS INTERNATIONAL RESPONSIBILITIES, AND EXPRESSED VIEW FACTS HAD 
NOT BEEN ESTABLISHED IN PRESENT CASE. 

TEKOAH (ISRAEL, AFTER REFERRING TO KIRYAT SHMONA AND BEIRUT-BASED 
PFLP STATEMENTS ABOUT ATTACK, DECLARED DRAFT RES SHOWED "BIAS AND 
INEQUITY" AND, WITHOUT REFERENCE TO KIRYAT SHMONA, WOULD BE "GROSS 
MISCARRIAGE OF JUSTICE." HIS DEL COULD NOT BE WITNESS TO 
"TRAVESTY WHICH IS ABOUT TO TAKE PLACE." (MEMBERS OF ISRAELI DEL 
THEN LEFT COUNCIL CHAMBER.) 

AMB SCALI SAID THAT WITH SINGLE AMENDMENT DRAFT COULD ACHIEVE 
WIDE SUPPORT, AND HE FORMALLY PROPOSED INSERTION OF "AS AT 
KIRYAT SHMONA" IN OP PARA 2. BEFORE AMENDMENT WAS REJECTED, EL 
HASSEN (MAURITANIA) OPPOSED IT ON GROUNDS CASE WAS BETWEEN LEBANON 
AND ISRAEL AND AMENDMENT IN EFFECT MENTIONED "ANOTHER PARTY." 

CHUANG YEN (CHINA) DENOUNCED TWO SUPERPOWERS WHO WERE CONTENDING 
FOR OIL RESOURCES AND IMPORTANT STRATEGIC POINTS AND FOR HEGEMONY 
IN ME. HE SAID CHINA NEVER FAVORED ADVENTURIST ACTS BY INDIVIDUALS 
OR FEW PEOPLE DIVORCED FROM MASSES, BUT ONE HAD TO DISTINGUISH 
BETWEEN UNJUST VIOLENCE USED BY AGGRESSORS AND JUST VIOLENCE USED 
BY ITS VICTIMS. DRAFT RES MADE NO DISTINCTION BETWEEN RIGHT AND 
WRONG. HIS DEL MADE ACTIVE EFFORTS TO CHANGE "VERY HARMFUL CONTENTS" 
OF DRAFT BUT ITS REQUESTS HAD NOT BEEN ACCEPTED, AND HE WOULD 
THEREFORE NOT PARTICIPATE IN VOTE. 

EL HASSEN SUPPORTED RES BECAUSE CONDEMNATIONS WERE DIRECTED ONLY 
TO ISRAEL. HE ADDED ISRAEL DESERVED CENSURE FOR ITS "INSULTS" TO 
SC PRES. 

SCALI, FOLLOWING ADOPTION OF RES, NOTED FIRST PROGRESS HAD BEEN 
MADE RECENTLY IN REGARD TO ME CONFLICT. "THIS TIME CANCER OF 
TERRORISM NOT ONLY ATTACKS INNOCENT LIVES, IT THREATENS NEW AND MORE 
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PROMISING TRENDS TOWARD PEACE IN AREA"; THIS MIGHT HAVE BEEN 
PRINCIPAL MOTIVE OF ATTACKERS. GROUP WHICH CLAIMED RESPONSIBILITY 
FOR KIRYAT SHMONA MURDERS WAS CATEGORICALLY OPPOSED TO NEGOTIATION 
THROUGH PEACE CONFERENCE AT WHICH SOVIET UNION AND US WERE CO- 
CHAIRMEN. HE REGRETTED US AMENDMENT REJECTED, BUT CONSIDERED 
UNCLASSIFIED 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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CONDEMNATION OF ALL ACTS OF VIOLENCE INCLUDED ONE AT KIRYAT 
SHMONA. "BUT WE MUST MOVE FORWARD FROM CONDEMNATIONS OF VIOLENCE 
TO ENCOURAGING MOVES TOWARD JUST AND DURABLE PEACE," SCALI CONCLUDED. 

MALIK (USSR) LISTED PROVISIONS OF STRONGER DRAFT RES NON-ALIGNED 
PREPARED AND WHICH HE PREFERRED. HE VOTED FOR PRESENT DRAFT 
BECAUSE IT WAS ACCEPTABLE TO LEBANON. HE THEN READ OUT COMMUNIQUE 
ISSUED AFTER WARSAW PACT CONFERENCE THIS MONTH IN WHICH "GENUINELY 
SOCIALIST COUNTRIES" HAD STATED THEIR VIEWS ON ME SITUATION. 

SANI (INDONESIA) DID NOT FEEL ACTS OF FRUSTRATED VICTIMS OF 
AGGRESSION WERE ON SAME BASIS AS THOSE OF GOVT, AND HE WOULD HAVE 
PREFERRED "TRULY BALANCED" RES. BOOH-BOOH (CAMEROON) UNRESERVEDLY 
CONDEMNED ISRAELI AGGRESSION AGAINST LEBANON. HE FOUND OP PARA 2 
IMPRECISE, BUT INTERPRETED IT AS EXPRESSING HUMANITARIAN CONCERN 
FOR INNOCENT VICTIMS - IT DID NOT MEAN CONDEMNATION OF POLITICAL 
ACTIVITIES OF LIBERATION, JUSTICE OF WHICH HAD BEEN RECOGNIZED IN 
RELEVANT UN RESES. 

SC PRES EL-SHIBIB, SPEAKING AS IRAQI REP, SAID FIRM ACTION WAS 
CALLED FOR, HIS DEL OBJECTED TO RES PUTTING INDIVIDUAL VIOLENCE ON 
SAME LEVEL AS ACTS BY STATE, AND IRAQ FIRMLY SUPPORTED JUST 
STRUGGLE OF PALESTINIANS. 

GHORRA (LEBANON) TOLD SC DRAFT REFLECTED LEBANON'S MINIMUM DEMANDS, 
THOUGH IT HAD HOPED COUNCIL WOULD HAVE GONE STEP FORWARD. ISRAEL 
HAD BEEN CONDEMNED SIX TIMES PREVIOUSLY FOR ATTACKS ON LEBANON, AND 
150 INNOCENT LEBANESE DIED IN ISRAELI ATTACKS IN PAST FOUR YEARS. 

HE DEMANDED RETURN OF ABDUCTED LEBANESE CIVILIANS "IMMEDIATELY 
AND UNCONDITIONALLY." HE SAID LEBANON WAS AWARE OF ITS CHARTER 
OBLIGATIONS AND IT NEVER IMPEDED ATTEMPTS FOR PEACEFUL ME SOLUTION. 
SOLUTION TO BE JUST AND LASTING REQUIRED COMPLETE WITHDRAWAL OF 
ISRAELI TROOPS FROM ALL OCCUPIED ARAB TERRITORIES; RESTORATION OF 
RIGHTS OF PALESTINIAN PEOPLE TO LIVE IN THEIR LAND; AND END TO 
EXPANSIONIST AND MILITARISTIC POLICIES OF ISRAEL. (REPEATED 
INFO AMMAN, BAGHDAD, BEIRUT. CAIRO, CANBERRA, DAMASCUS, 

JERUSALEM, JIDDA, LONDON, JOSCOW, PEKING, ROME, SAN JOSE, VIENNA,
